A project of that kind was undertaken 
in this locality at the close of the First 
Great War. The idea was to plant trees 
along the highway from Edmonton to Fort 
Saskatchewan. The trees were Set out 
along a good part of the route, if not all 
the way. But subsequent neglect defeated 
the purpose, chiefly because trees which 
died or were destroyed were not replaced. 
The enterprise thus fell short of fulfill-
